The  following  citation  from  tba 
revlaed  atatutaa  of  Canada  Xor  IMl 
aeto  out  tha  lagaUty  oC  Noawnbar  11 
aa  a  puUle  iMllday  and  wUl  elear 
away  any  nilaoMicepUon  concerning 
the  observance  of  the  day: 

'Sections  ^wo  and  three  of  the 
Annl.?tloe  EXay  hzt  of  the  revised 
statute.s  of  Canada  of  1027,  ar«  re- 
prah'd  Hnd  the  foUoVlBf  tB  MlbBti- 
tuted  therefor: 

"Throughout  Canada,  In  each  and 
every  year,  the  eleventh  day  %A  No- 
vember, being  tha  day  of  the  year 
1918,  on  which  the  Oreat  WHr  waa 
triumphantly  Concluded  by  an  ar- 
mistice, shall  be  a  holiday  and  ob- 
served as  such  under  the  name  of 
Remrtnbrance  Day.** 

The  sections  repealed  refer  to 
tho.se  .setting  the  Armistice  Day  as 
the  Monday  of  the  week  In  which 
November  11  was  included.  Aa  Biany 
of  the  1931  calendara  ware  printed 
before  the  new  aet  came  Into  force. 
In  Jane.  1931,  they  ahow  Monday, 
November  0,  as  the  holklay.  Novem- 
her  11  Is  the  legal  holiday  and  will 
be  observed  as  such  throughout  the 
Dominion  Canada.

While  he  Is  credited  with 
pjch  an  open  mind  there  Is  no  doubt  that  whWfi 
the  time  comes  for  action  he  will  move  swiftly. 
He  has  a  brilliant  inteUect,  as  hU  career  indi- 
cates. Mr.  PhUlp  Snowden.  who  is  to  be  ralaed  to 
the  peerage,  remains  in  the  Cabinet  and  has 
been  appointed  Lord  Priry  Seal.

From  the  standpoint  of  the  Empire  the  out- 
ItoTirttnt  economic  event  of  next  year  will  be 
Iba  meeting  of  the  adjourned  Imperial  Confer- 
aooe  at  Ottawa.  Already  the  hivltatlon  for  the 
iKpi^iiif  of  tlila  has  gone  forward  to  London 
from  Mr.  R.  B.  Bennett.  The  difficulties  affect- 
ing the  gathering,  which  was  to  have  been  held 
thla  Aatttmn,  have  now  been  removed.  There  is 
a  Government  tn  power  In  Britain  which  Is  ready 
to  meet  the  Dominions,  perhaps  more  than  half- 
way, whereas  the  old  Labor  Government  was 
■Terse  to  inter-Imperlal  reciprocity.  The  new 
regime  at  Westminster  has  a  mandate  from  the 
people  of  Britain  to  do  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary to  meet  emergent  conditions.  That  man- 
date includes  the  adoption  of  a  protective  tarllX, 
Which  la  essential  If  there  Is  to  be  a  devalapad 
WftUm  of  preferences  within  the  Empire. 

The  Initiative  in  the  latest  scheme  for  inter- 
Imperlal  preferences  belongs  to  Mr.  Bennett. 
Re  put  it  forward  at  the  Imperial  Conference  of 
last  year,  and  it  was  subscribed  to  by  the  other 
Overseas  Dominions.  The  Labor  Oovemment 
could  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  the  movement.  It 
was  oppo.sed  to  protection  for  Britain,  and  with- 
QSt  protection  there  can  be  no  mutual  pref- 
erences. An  outstanding  factor  In  the  forth- 
coming trend  of  economic  development  within 
the  Empire  Is  that  there  are  now  Governments 
In  power  which  are  determined,  more  than  ever 
in  the  past,  to  make  that  Empire  more  self  de- 
pendent and  more  mutually  self  reliant.  That 
la  a  world  factor  of  the  highest  importance.  In 
Hi  ImpUeatkms  it  transcends  uie  imperial

Sir,— A  book,  "The  Pound  Ster- 
ling," by  A,  «.  PMYearyear  (Clar- 
endon Pram),  haa  Juat  been  pub- 
lished. Referring  to  this  book  Har- 
old Oox,  the  well-known  economist, 
«aya  in  The  Suiid.iy  Times  of  C5c- 
tober  18:  "It  U  intere.stlng  to  learn 
that  neither  the  word  'pound'  nor 
the  word  'sterling'  .-xad  anything  to 
do  with  gold.  The  word  'sterling' 
was  first  applied  to  pifnnles.  Its 
precise  meaning  remalna  doubtful. 
Some  people  connect  it  with  Itar' 
because  early  ootog  bore  a  amaU 
sur  on  thank  Othera  with  etarUng, 
because  BdWMd  the  Confessor's 
pennlaa  had  a  atamp  showing  four 
blrda.  But  the  author  sUtes,  and 
the  Oxford  Dictionary  confirms  his 
opinion,  that  there  Is  no  Justifica- 
tion for  connecting  the  WWd  Itm 
ling'  with  Easterllng. 

The  earliest  pennies  date  back  to 
Saxon  times  and  w«re  made  of  sil- 
ver. A  statute  of  the  |«ar  1100  AO. 
enacted  that  the  penny  nfmiifi 
weight  twenty-four  gratea  of 
wheat.  Here  we  get  an  osplaaatkm 
of  why  twenty-four  grains  make  a 
pennyweight  Two  hundred  and 
forty  pennies  were  made  out  ot 
one  pound  of  silver.
